Provide for tlie Registration of Births, Deaths, and 
Marriages in Ireland. 



HHEREAS it is expedient that a complete System of Preamble. 
Registration of Births, Deaths, and Marriages should be 
established in Ireland : Be it enacted by the Queen’s most 
Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords 
i Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 



I. The following Words and Expressions shall, in construing this Interpreta- 
Act, be taken and understood to have the Meanings hereby assigned 1011 ause ' 
to them, unless there be something in the Context repugnant to such 
10 Construction ; (that is to say,) 

The Words “ Lord Lieutenant ” shall mean and include the Lord 
Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for 
the Time being : 

“ Registrar General” shall mean the Registrar General of Births, 

15 Deaths, and Marriages in Ireland for the Time being appointed 
or to be appointed under this Act, and (in case of the Illness 
of the Registrar General) shall also mean and include the 
Assistant Registrar General for the Time being appointed or 
to be appointed under this Act : 

[Bill 145.] ' A “Occupier” 
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“ Occupier” shall, for the Purposes of the Notification of Births 
and Deaths for Registration under this Act, include the 
Governor, Keeper, Master, Superintendent, or other chief resi- 
dent Officer of every Gaol, Prison, or House of Correction, 
and of every Workhouse, Hospital, Lunatic Asylum, or other 5 
Public or Charitable Institution, and where any House is let in 
separate Apartments or Lodgings, shall include the House- 
holder paying Rent for the whole House under whom such 
Lodgings or separate Apartments are immediately held, and any 
Agent or Servant of such Householder residing in such House : 10 

Every Word importing the Singular Number or the Masculine 
Gender only shall be understood to include, and shall be ap- 
plied to several Persons, Matters, or Things, as well as One 
Person, Matter, or Thing, and Females as well as Males 
respectively. 15 

Registrar General. 

II. In order to provide the Means for a general Registration of 
Births, Deaths, and Marriages, the Lord Lieutenant shall cause a 
proper Office to be provided in the City of Dublin, to be called the 

“ General Register Office,” and shall appoint for the said Office a 20 
fit and competent Person to be the Registrar General of Births, 
Deaths, and Marriages in Ireland, who shall hold Office during the 
Pleasure of the Lord Lieutenant, and be removable bv him ; and the 
Lord Lieutenant shall from Time to Time fill up any Vacancy in the- 
Office of Registrar General; and all Registers, Books, Forms, and 25 
Documents belonging or appertaining to the Office of Registrar Ge- 
neral of Marriages under the Act of the Seventh and Eighth Years 
of Her Majesty, Chapter Eighty-one, shall be transferred to the 
Person who may be appointed under the Authority of this Act 
to the Office of Registrar General of Births, Deaths, and Marriages, 30 
immediately on the Appointment of such Person : Provided always, 
that the Person who shall at the Date of the passing of this Act 
hold the Office of Registrar General of Marriages under the said Act 
shall, if the Lord Lieutenant think fit, be appointed to the Office 
of Registrar General under this Act. 35 

III. The Registrar General shall have Power, subject to the Aporoval 
of the Lord Lieutenant, to appoint by Writing under his Hand a fit 
Person to act as his Assistant in the Case of the Illness of the Regis- 
trar General ; and every such Assistant, while so acting, shall have all 
the Powers and Duties and be subject to all the Provisions and Penalties 40 
declared by the said Act and this Act, for Marriages and for register- 
ing Births, Deaths, and Marriages in Ireland, except that such Assis- 
tant 
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tant shall not have Power to make or declare any general Rule, or to 
rescind or alter any Order, Regulation, or Approval, signified by the 
Registrar General, or made by the Registrar General in Writing under 
bis Hand, or to dismiss any Person from any Office holden during the 
5 Pleasure of the Registrar General. 

IV. The Registrar General shall cause to be made a Seal of the Certified 
said General Register Office, and shall cause to be sealed or stamped Copies given 
therewith all certified Copies of Entries given in the said Office ; Regis??™ 
and all certified Copies of Entries purporting to be sealed or stamped 0ffice t0 be 

10 with the Seal of the said General Register Office, and which Seal it sealed ' 
shall not be necessary to prove, shall be received as Evidence of 
the Birth, Death or Marriage to which the same relates, without any 
further or other Proof of such Entry, and no certified Copy pur- 
porting to be given in the said Office shall be of any Force or Effect 

15 which is not sealed or stamped as aforesaid. 

V . It shall be lawful for the Registrar General, with the Consent Registrar 
of the Lord Lieutenant in Council, to alter the Schedules annexed ^a^alter 
to this Act and the Act of the Seventh and Eighth Years of Her Schedules. 
■Majesty, Chapter Eightv-one, regard being always had to the Objects 

20 and Purposes of this Act, and to rendering the same more effectual ; 
and such Alterations of Schedules shall be published in the “ Dublin 
Gazette,” and shall, within Fourteen Days after the same shall have 
been issued, be laid before both Houses of Parliament, or, if Parlia- 
ment shall not be then sitting, within Fourteen Days after the Meeting

VI. It shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, or the Registrar Officers, 
General, subject to the Approval of the Lord Lieutenant, to appoint §????’ t an t d 
such and so many Officers, Clerks, and 'Servants as may from Time to be appointed.

XII. The Registrar General shall cause, Indexes of all the "id

Provided that every such Superintendent Registrar shall hold his 
Office during the Pleasure of the Registrar General. 

XV. Each Dispensary District of a Poor Law Union shall, with the 
Approval of the Registrar General, be a Registrar’s District for the 
Purposes of this Act, but it shall be lawful for the Registrar General 10 
to subdivide any such Dispensary District into Two or more Regis- 
trar’s Districts if he shall think fit to do so, and every such Registrar’s 
District shall be called by a distinct Name ; and in the event of any 
Alteration being made in the Boundaries of any such Dispensary 
District, oi in the event of the Registrar General considering it expe- 1 5 
dient for the better Execution of this Act, it shall be lawful for the 
Registrar General to make such Alterations in the Boundaries of any 
Registrar’s District as he may, subject to the Approval of the Lord 
Lieutenant, deem expedient and proper. 

XVI. The Registrars Districts of each Union, and every Alteration 20 
of any such Registrar’s District, shall be published by the Registrar 
General within the Union and elsewhere, as may be deemed necessary, 

in such Manner as the Registrar General shall think proper. 

XVII. It shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, if he shall think 

fit, to appoint the Medical Officer for the Time being of each Dispensary 26 
District, if not subdivided as aforesaid, to be the Registrar of the said 
District if he shall think fit to accept such Office and if the Registrar 
General shall approve ; and in any Case in which the Medical Officer 
shall not accept the said Office, or the Registrar General shall not ap- 
prove his Appointment, or in which there are Two Medical Officers in 30 
One Dispensary District, or in which the Registrar General shall sub- 
divide the Dispensary District as aforesaid, the Lord Lieutenant shall 
appoint a Registrar or Registrars for such District or Districts, and 
every such Registrar shall hold his Office during the Pleasure of the 
Registrar General. ^ 

XVIII. In every Case in which any Clerk of a Union or any Medical 
Officer of a Dispensary District shall hold Office under this Act, and 
shall cease to be Clerk of the Union or Medical Officer’ of the Dis- 
pensary District, he shall cease to hold his Office under this Act ; and 
m every such Case and in every Case in which any Superintendent 40 
Registrar or Registrar shall be removed by the Registrar General 

from 
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from his Office under this Act, Notice of such Removal shall be cease to act 
forthwith given by Advertisement in some Newspaper circulating in this 
the County or Counties wherein the District for which such Officer 
may act shall be, and every such Person shall thenceforth cease to 
5 hold his Office under this Act. 

XIX. Every Superintendent Registrar and Registrar shall, subject Deputy 
to the Approval of the Registrar General, appoint by Writing 
under his Hand a fit Person to act as his Deputy in case of the pointed! 
Illness or unavoidable Absence of such Superintendent Registrar and 

10 Registrar, and every such Deputy Registrar while so acting shall have 
all the Powers and Duties and be subject to all the Penalties herein 
declared concerning Superintendent Registrars and Registrars, and in 
case of the Death or Resignation of the Superintendent Registrar or 
Registrar shall act as Superintendent Registrar or Registrar until 
15 another Superintendent Registrar or Registrar is appointed; and 
every Superintendent Registrar or Registrar shall be civilly respon- 
sible for the Acts and Omissions of his Deputy.

rant under his Hand and Seal for bringing such Person before any 
Two Justices of the Peace for the said County or other Jurisdiction ; 

30 and upon such Person appearing or not being found it shall be lawful 
for such Justices to hear and determine the Matter in a summary 
Way ; and if it shall appear to the Justices that any such Box, Key,

XXI. Every Superintendent Registrar and every Registrar and 
Deputy Registrar shall reside or have a known Place of Business 
within the District for which he is appointed, and shall cause his 5 
Name, with the Addition of Superintendent Registrar or Registrar of 
Births and Deaths, or Deputy Registrar of Births and Deaths (as the 
Case may be) for the District for which he is so appointed, to be placed 
on some conspicuous Place on or near the outer Door of his Dwelling- 
House or known Place of Business ; and every Superintendent Regis- 10 
trar shall cause to be printed and published in his District a List of 
the Names and Places of Abode or known Places of Busiuess of 
every Registrar of Births and Deaths under his Superintendence, and 
also his own Name and Place of Abode or known Place of Business. 

XXII. In the Months of July -and January, on such Days as 15 
shall from Time to Time be appointed by ’ the Registrar General, 
every Registrar shall make’ aflcV deliver 'to the Superintendent 
Registrar of his District, on durable Materials, a- true Copy, certified 
by him under his Hand, according to the' Form (E.) to this Act 
annexed, of all the Entries of Births and Deaths in the Register 20 
Book kept by him since the last Certificate, the First of such Certifi- 
cates to be given in the Month of July in the Year One thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-one, and to contain all the Entries made up 

to that Time, and the Superintendent Registrar shall examine the same, 
and if found to be correct shall certify the same under his Hand to 25 
be a true Copy ; and if there shall have been no Birth or Death 
registered since the Delivery of the last Certificate, the Registrar 
shall certify the Fact, and such Certificate shall be delivered to the 
Superintendent Registrar as aforesaid and be countersigned by him ; 
and the Registrar shall keep safely each of the said Register Books 30 
until it shall be filled, and shall then deliver it to the Superintendent 
Registrar,' to be kept by him with the Records of his Office. 

XXIII. Every Superintendent Registrar shall cause Indexes of 
the Register Books in his Office to be made and kept with the other 
Records of his Office, and every Person shall be entitled at all 35 
reasonable Hours to search the said Indexes, and to have a certified 
Copy of any Entry or Entries in the said Register Books, under the 
Hand of the Superintendent Registrar, on Payment of the Fees 
herein-after mentioned ; (that is to say,) for every general Search the 
Sum of Five Shillings, and for every particular Search the Sum of 40 
One Shilling, and for every certified Copy the Sum of Two Shillings 
and Sixpence, in addition to the Stamp Duty of One Penny imposed 
by an Act of the present Session, Chapter Fifteen. 

. XX I Y. Every 
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XXIV. Every Superintendent Registrar and Registrar appointed 
under the Provisions of this Act, shall be freed and exempted from 
serving on any Jury or Inquest, and from every Parochial and 
Corporate Office whatever. 

5 XXV. Every Superintendent Registrar shall, Twice in every 
Year, on such Day as shall be named for the Purpose by the 
Registrar General, send to the Registrar General all the certified 
Copies of the Registers of Births and Deaths which he shall have 
received from the Registrars of Births and Deaths as aforesaid 
10 during the Six Calendar Months next preceding such Days of 
Transmission respectively, and also certified Copies of the Registers 
of Marriages which he shall have received from any Roman Catholic 
Clergyman, in pursuance of the Provisions of this Act ; and the 
Registrar General, if it shall appear by Interruption of the regular 
15 Progression of Numbers or otherwise that the Copy of any Part of 
any Book has not been duly delivered to him, shall procure, as far as 
possible, consistently with the Provisions of this Act, that the same 
may be remedied and supplied ; and the certified Copies so sent to 
the General Register Office shall be thereafter kept in the said Office 
20 in such Order and Manner as the Registrar General, under the 
Direction of the Lord Lieutenant, shall think fit, so that the same 
may be most readily seen and examined. 

Fees. 

XX Y I. Every Superintendent Registrar shall make out an Account 
25 Twice in every Year of the Number of Entries in such certified 
Copies so sent by him to the Registrar General as provided by this Act, 
and shall send the said Account to the Registrar General ; and if on 
Examination and Comparison with the certified Copies of the Registers 
or Certificates received by the Registrar General such Account shall 
30 be found correct, the Superintendent Registrar shall be entitled to 
receive Twopence from the Registrar General for every Entry in such 
certified Copies of Registers of Births and Deaths. 

XXVII. Every Registrar shall make out an Account Twice in 
every Year of the Number of Births and Deaths which he shall 
35 have registered in pursuance of the Provisions of this Act since the 
last Account, and the Superintendent Registrar shall verify and sign 
the same ; and the Guardians of the Union in which he shall be 
Registrar, on Production of the said Account so verified and signed, 
shall pay to the said Registrar out of the Moneys in their Hands or 
40 Power as such Guardians such Sums as he shall be entitled to receive 
on the said Account, according to the following Scale; (that is to 
say,) One Shilling for every Entry of Births or Deaths in each Year;

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and the said several Sums shall be charged to the Electoral Division 
or Divisions constituting the Dispensary District in which such Births 
or Deaths respectively shall have occurred. 

XXVIII. Every other Person required by the Act of the Seventh 
and Eighth Years of Her Majesty, Chapter Eighty-one, or by this 5 
Act, to keep a Register of Marriages in duplicate, and to forward 
certified Copies thereof to the Registrar of Marriages under the 
said recited Act, or to the Superintendent Registrar under this Act, 
shall be entitled to receive Sixpence for every Entry in such certified 
Copies; and all such last-mentioned Sums shall be paid by the 10 
Guardians of each Union out of the Moneys coming into their Hands 
or Power as such Guardians. 

Register Office. 

XXIX. The Guardians of each Union shall provide and uphold, out 

of the Moneys coming into their Hands or Control as such Guardians, 15 
a Register Office, according to a Plan to be approved by the Lord 
Lieutenant and Registrar General, for preserving the Registers to be 
deposited therein as herein-after provided ; and the Care of the said 
Office and the Custody of the Registers deposited therein shall be 
given to the Superintendent Registrar of the Union. 20 

XXX. For the better enabling fit Register Offices to be provided, 
it shall be lawful for the Boards of Guardians, with the Approval of 
the Lord Lieutenant, to borrow Money for that Purpose, and to 
charge the Amount of the Sum borrowed on the future Rates of the 
Union of which they are Guardians, in the Manner provided by the 25 
Acts for the Relief of the Poor in Ireland with respect to Money 
borrowed under the Provisions of said Acts. 

XXXI. In any Case in which any such Board of Guardians shall 
neglect or refuse to provide and uphold a Register Office according 

to the Provisions of this Act, it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieu- 30 
tenant, on the Application of the Registrar General, to give Directions 
for providing and upholding the same, and to expend a Sum not 
exceeding Two hundred Pounds as the Registrar General, with the 
Approval of the Lord Lieutenant, shall determine, in providing the 
same, and also all Sums needful for the Repair and Maintenance 35 
thereof from Time to Time, in case the Guardians shall continue to 
refuse or neglect to repair and uphold the same ; and it shall be 
lawful for the Lord Lieutenant to make an Order from Time to Time 
on such Guardians for the Repayment, out of the Monies coming into 
their Hands as such Guardians, of all Sums so to be from Time to 40 
Time expended ; and such Order shall be binding upon the said 

Guardians, 
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Guardians, and the Guardians shall also be bound to pay, out of the 
Monies coming into their Hands as such Guardians, all Costs and 
Expenses incurred by or under the Direction of the Lord Lieutenant 
in making and enforcing such Order.
